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The city council built another 
swimming pool last night, and 
will locate it along side of the 
one whch was built last year. 
Pretty soon there will be enough 
swimming pools in the park to 
take care of local needs because 
they have built one each year for 
the past filfteen. 
Every year a new plan is sug­ 
gested, and like it has been said 
about the weather—much is said 
about it, but nothing done. 
The plan advanced last night 
will probably be pushed off in 
some pigeon hole and forgotten 
about until next year. 
The representative of the pool 
concern last night stated that 
the cost would be about $55,000 
of which $25,000 would include a 
federal donation for labor, leav­ 
ing the $30,000 for a bond issue. 
He stated that the bond issue, 
under a recently enacted law, 
is to be paid off from earnings, 
and not taxation. The city has 
nothing to lose, he stated. Six­ 
ty per cent of the income goes to 
retire the bonds and interest, 
and 40 per cent for the opera­ 
tion of the pool. 
The editor, not being a water- 
dog, can’t get enthused over a 
pool project, but it does look like 
Rushville should keep pace with 
other communities and provide a 
supervised program for swim­ 
mers. If the people want it, they 
should get it. 
The plan offered last night 
might offer the way for a pool 
and those interested should in­ 
vestigate the plan more in detail.

Washington, April 7 (/P) — Ig­ 
natius M. Wilkinson, dean of 
Fordham University Law School,

court program was dangerous to 
the continuance of constitution­ 
al democracy. 
“Its ultimate effects will tend 
to undermine the independence 
of the supreme court and indi­ 
rectly of all courts,” he said in 
a statement prepared for the 
senate judiciary committee. 
The 
administration 
bill, he 
said, seeks to create vacancies 
in the supreme court to enable 
the president to appoint justices 
who would be responsive to his 
views on social legislation. 
“The real objection to the a t­ 
titude of the supreme court on 
the part of many people sup­ 
porting the plan,” Wilkinson tes­ 
tified, “is not alone that the po­ 
sition of the court is a departure 
from the true meaning of the 
constitution in construing, for 
example, 
the 
general 
welfare 
clause, but rather that the judi­ 
cial views in question are un­ 
popular and out of step with the 
times. 
“If the supreme court is to be 
made to respond always to the 
prevalent sentiment of the mo­ 
ment, ultimately it must become 
wholly 
subservient 
to 
public 
opinion.” 
The Fordham dean did not con­ 
tend the court should not con­ 
sider social changes in reaching 
its decisions, but said: 
“To take these factors into ac­ 
count is one thing. 
To make 
them absolutely controlling is 
another.” 
He contended any lessening of 
the supreme court’s indepen­ 
dence would have unfavorable 
repercussions on courts in gen­ 
eral. In effect, too, he challenged 
the constitutionality of the bill 
with the question: 
“Is the plan a constitutional 
attempt to ‘pack’ the court, or is 
it possibly an unconstitutional 
measure to ‘push’ the older jus­ 
tices into retirement?”
